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Some spaces have viable, but underutilized outdoor space.
Think of this area as an extension of your indoor programming
space and one that can be used to host conversation clubs or
cultural or alumni events. Additionally,an outdoor space can
be well-suited as a gathering spot for patrons who arrive early
for a program or wish to stay after a program has finished.

A canopy shields this
space from sun and
rain to maximize
programming potential.
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Consider incorporating a projector
and projection surface to play English
language news or host a film screening.

Formal tables and chairs, as well as
ottomans that are intended to withstand
the elements, provide patrons with a Smithsonian
variety of seating options. These outdoor Institution
chairs stack to allow for easy storage

when not in use.
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
